Featuring the slogan, ‘Death 
Begins at Dusk”, a safe walking 
and driving campaign will be con 
ducted until December 31st. De- 
cember 15th has been designae- 
ted as S.D. Day—Safe Driving 
Day. This corresponds to S.D. 
Day in the United States, which 
was advocated in the President’s 
Highway Conference early this 
year. S.D. Day is a day to demon- 
strate that traffic accidents can 
be reduced materially when all 
motorists and pedestrians do 
their best. 

The provincial campaign is 
sponsored by the Alberta Safety 
Council, of which H. B. MacDon- 
ald, M.L.A. of Calgary is presid- 
ent. Local Safety Councils in Ed- 
monton, Calgary, Medicine Het 
and Red Deer are giving their 
full co-operation. 

Governor Bowlen, who 
leading advocate of safety, urged 
the wholehearted support of Al- 
berta citizens in this campaign. 

“Traffic hazards are man-mad» 
and could be practically elimina- 
ted if we would observe safe 
walking and driving rules,” he 
said.

Change gears hefore crossing 


1>4 cups sifted flour 
2/4 teaspoons baking powder 
’% teaspoon salt 
4% cup shortening 
+4 cup sugar 
2 eggs, well beaten 
1 cup mashed ripe bananas 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, salt. Cream shortening in 
mixing bowl; add sugar gradual- 
ly and continue beating until 
light and fluffy. Add eggs and 
beat wefl. Add flour mixture al- 
ternately with bananas, a small 
amount at a time, mixing aftes 
each addition only enough to 
moisten dry ingredients. Turn 
into a greased loaf pan, 4!2x814 
inches, and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 F.) about 1 hour and 
10 minutes or until bread is done 
Makes one loaf.
